| under the all-embracing wings of 


Mr. de Valera and his Cabinet 
colleagues. If—said the Govern- 
ment’s spokesmen — you really 
want good houses and low death 
rates, cheaper transport and better 
medical services, along with 
national security, you must vote 
for Mr. O’Kelly as President and 
for his. party’s nominees as 
members of your local councils. 
If, as we cannot but believe, that 
was the Government's plan of 
campaign, all that need be said is 
that it failed hopelessly to achieve 
its purpose. 

Another significant feature of 
the double-barrelled election was 
the abstention of large bodies of 


| electors. Even the combined 


appeals of Presidential and local 
candidates failed to attract as 
high a proportion of electors as 
found their way to the polls in 
previous parliamentary and local 
elections. Various causes, such as 
the absence of those engaged in 
war activities, may help to explain 
the comparatively small numbers 
of votes recorded; but, as we 
fear, there can be little doubt that 
other, and more disquieting, in- 
fluences contributed a full share 
to the result. There is no doubt, 
unfortunately, that citizens are 

i increasingly sceptical 
about the values of our political 
systems and institutions. Finding 
filled, and, that hopes of progress 
too often are shattered, elder 
members of the community are 
disposed to wring their hands in 
despair and to take up an attitude 
of “a plague o both your 


| houses.” Even more marked and 


menacing is the fact that 
members of the younger genera- 
tion tend to develop a cynical 
view of political life. To them 
democracy becomes the mere 
catchword of party interests, and 
talk about freedom and liberty a 
mask for those with personal 
axes to grind. Something quite 
different from present systems of 
national and local government, 
they say, must be discovered 
before things can improve. What 
that “something” might be no- 
body knows. “ Shirts ”.of various 
colours have been tried on with 
very uncomfortable results, and 
short-cuts have led only to 
disaster. Nevertheless, the 
machinery of dem@cracy and re- 
presentative institutions as we 
have it is little other than a tool 
in the hands of clever party 
managers. 

If—as there is too much reason 
to fear—that be the prevalent 
attitude of youth to problems of 
government, it becomes the duty 
of statesmen to seck for more 
intimate and effective contacts 
between the citizen and those who 
occupy seats of execttive or 
administrative authority. In recent 
years, and especially since 1922, 
the whole tendency has been
